At the holiday dinner meeting held on December 11, 
Williamson was recognized for her continuing and outstand¬ 
ing community service by receiving the highest award that 
the Lions bestow on a non-member. As this year’s winner, 
Williamson joins the list of former recipients of the award 
including Steny Hoyer, James Giese, Rudy Horton and Rich¬ 
ard Castaldi.

The main topic of debate 
at the January 17 regular 
meeting of the Greenbelt 
City Council was citizen con¬ 
cerns and fears regarding a 
proposed athletic field com¬ 
plex at the end of Northwav. 
However, the Persian Gulf 
hostilities that had begun 
the previous evening cast 
their shadow over the meet¬ 
ing, beginning with Mayor 
pro tern Thomas X. White’s 
request the citizens bear 
those events in mind during 
the moment of silence that 
opened the meeting. 

The meeting itself had been 
delayed three days so that Con¬ 
gressman Steny Hoyer could hold 
a town meeting to discuss the 
Gulf crisis. Then Joseph Kubican 
petitioned council to ask the fed¬ 
eral government to stop those 
hostilities and to require federal 
authorities to pursue alternate 
forms of energy not based upon 
comfrustion. In an impassioned 
speech, Kubican argued that 
Congress had given only a “vir¬ 
tual declaration of war” but that 
the President was engaged in a 
“real war without a real declara¬ 
tion of war.” 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld cut off 
Kubican’s presentation, citing 
council’s standard procedures al¬ 
locating petitioners five minutes 
for presentation, which he said 
Kubican had exhausted. Council 
referred the petition to staff for 
comment. The matter is on the 
agenda of next Monday’s coun¬ 
cil meeting. 

Budget Shortfall 

City Manager James K. Giese 
notified council that the pro¬ 
posed budget for fiscal year 
1991/92, which begins July 1, 
must be revised due to an eight 
percent shortfall in projected 
revenues. He said that the cur¬ 
rent fiscal year revenues are 
falling approximately $500,000 
below projections, but that he is 
optimistic that the budget can 
be balanced through cost cutting 
measures undertaken by city 
staff. Action on the budget 
shortfall was deferred until a 
future, unscheduled work ses¬ 
sion. 

North way Fields 

On a unanimous 4-0 vote, with 
council memjber Edward Putens 
absent, council approved a mo¬ 
tion instructing the city staff 
“that the city council deems it 
inappropriate that any develop¬ 
ment occur on the treed area 
... on Parcel 1, Parcel 2 and 
the 72 acres, until after infor¬ 
mation is gathered and an ade¬ 
quate public hearing takes 
place.” The land in question is 
the large wooded area at the 
end of Northway between Ridge 
Road and the Baltimore-Wash- 
ington Parkway. Later, council 
deferred action until after the 
public hearing, both on the 
Parks and Recreation Advisory 


Board (PRAB) report on the 
Northway ballfield complex and 
on the proposals for a perimeter 
trail. 

Giese noted that even before 
the city’s current fiscal prob¬ 
lems, the city’s budget did not 
provide any funds for the fields 
for several years. He indicated 
that the current fiscal problems 
could delay the project even fur¬ 
ther. 

At the previous meeting, coun¬ 
cil accepted report 12-90 from 
PRAB. Council has long planned 
to create an expanded athletic 
field complex on part of the 
property surrounding the exist¬ 
ing fields. In its report, PRAB 
said that the need for fields 
is critical and getting worse but 
said that it was equally con¬ 
cerned with the preservation of 
green space within the city. 

PRAB called for imfrnediately 
undertaking a study of the 
Northway site including provid¬ 
ing an overall park setting, de¬ 
termining field requirements, sit¬ 
ing the fields on cleared land as 
much as possible and providing 
electricity, water and sewer ser¬ 
vice to the site. PRAB also 
called for establishing a process 
for reaching decisions on the 
project, including obtaining pub¬ 
lic comment on specific propos¬ 
als and alternatives. Finally, 
PRAB called for development of 
a woodland preservation plan 
and the replacement of any trees 
that must be removed to build 
the fields. 

The Committee to Save the 
Greenbelt (OSGB) has petitioned 
the council to turn the wooded 
area into a forest and wildlife 
preserve, which would prohibit 
any clearing of trees or other 
development on the property. 
Council deferred action on the 
petition until it could obtain ad¬ 
ditional information including 
the results of an assessment of 
the city’s recreational needs cur¬ 
rently being conducted by the 
Maryland-National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission. Plan¬ 
ning and Development Director 
Celia Wilson reported that the 
nearly completed study is cur¬ 
rently on hold while the M-NC- 
PPC staffer assigned to the 
study is on maternity leave. 

Weidenfeld explained that the 
item appeared on the evening’s 
agenda solely as a matter of 
council procedure, where any re¬ 
port accepted at the previous 
meeting is automatically placed 
upon the next meeting’s agenda. 
He and the other council mem¬ 
bers assured the citizens that 
no action was planned. 

That did not satisfy the over¬ 
flow crowd, in part aroused by 
a flyer circulated (by the OSGB 
which raised the specter of “a 
lighted six-ballfield complex at 
Northway,” which would destroy 
18.4 acres of woodland, bring 
“hundreds of cars” into the sur¬ 
rounding residential area, in¬ 
crease pollution and drive out 
local wildlife. The majority of 


speakers at the meeting were 
against clearing any trees to ex¬ 
pand or improve the ballfields. 
Weidenfeld noted that letters 
against the fields had been re¬ 
ceived fromi five citizens who 
could not attend. 

Those warnings were in large 
part based upon a preliminary 
ballfield plan developed by 
M-NCPPC in 1989. This plan 
has been reviewed by PRAB 
but, as stressed by the council 
members, never adopted by coun¬ 
cil. White said that the PRAB 
and M-NCPPC recommendations 
are just that—recommendations 
or advice, not council policy. 

Rodney Roberts of CSGB said 
that his group does not oppose 
improvements to the existing 
fields, but opposes expansion of 
the field area into wooded land. 
Roberts argued that the city does 
not need softball fields for use 
by county adult leagues, but 
that the city’s children need a 
lighted soccer field. 

He argued that the city does 
not need any additional infor¬ 
mation on finances or restric¬ 
tions on use of the land relat¬ 
ing to various funding sources, 
in order to act upon his group’s 
petition saying that a forest and 
wildlife preserve could not affect 
any potential deal unless coun¬ 
cil planned to cut trees. 

Leonie Penney was concerned 
about the traffic that might be 
generated by an improved ball- 
field complex. She asked for in¬ 
formation on how many field 
users would be from outside the 
city. Giese said no hard data 
were available, but noted that 
most residents would drive, rath¬ 
er than walk, to the fields. 
Penney also worried about the 
increased air pollution that would 
be generated by the traffic to 
the fields, the indoor pool, the 
new theater and the planned 
restaurant and urged creative 
thinking to generate alternate 
solutions to the city’s problems. 

Bob Rashkin charged council 
with deferring action on critical 
issues until citizens were not 
present. He argued that the for¬ 
est is seen as “improvable” when 
it should be seen as not open 
to any development, because 
“those trees are there and 
they’re not supposed to be cut 
down.” 

Pat Molden said that the city 
needs additional fields, and sug¬ 
gested that if necessary field 
use be restricted to children. She 
said that one of the Braden 
Field diamonds is in dangerous 
condition and noted that the city 
will soon lose the field behind 
North End School. 

Several PRAB members spoke 
in defense of their report, Keith 
Chernikoff urged development of 
a “coherent policy” for the en¬ 
tire area. He said that the city 
must take the long view and 
look at the future for the en¬ 
tire city, Wayne Spong, PRAB 
vice chair, said that PRAB ree-

For over 25 years Williamson 
has donated her time and energy 
for the good of the Greenbelt 
community. Shortly after mov¬ 
ing to Greenbelt in 1962, Mary 
Lou began to contribute to the 
News Review. She has been 
editor since 1972. In 1985, she 
was named the Outstanding Citi¬ 
zen of Greenbelt for her work 
with the newspaper. As editor, 
Williamson spends more than 40 
hours each week editing and 
writing articles, soliciting adver¬ 
tisements, and coordinating with 
the printer for the production 
phase of the newspaper. Fellow 
News Review staffers feel that 
Mary Lou is the one person who 
knows all jobs and can do any 
of them while dealing with 
dozens of callers and constant 
staff questions in her relaxed 
and calm manner. 

Because of her charitable and 
caring personality, Mary Lou 
Williamson is a household word 
in the Greenbelt community. 
During her quarter century plus 
of volunteer service, people have 
urged her at times to run for 
public office. In an article for 
the Washington Post, Mary Lou 
responded to these suggestions 
by stating that , .a newspa¬ 
per has as much power as a 
City Council member. Somebody 
once asked me to run for City 
Council and I said, *1 don’t need 
to. I work for the News Re¬ 
view.’ ” 

Besides her full time effort 
at the News Review, Mary Lou 
also worked on the 25th Anni¬ 
versary history of Greenbelt and 
edited the 50th anniversary 
book. 

In addition to her contribu¬ 
tions to Greenbelt’s publications, 
Mary Lou has been active in 
other community related organi¬ 
zations. Most of these endeavors 
revolved around the needs and 
activities of her three children. 
For example, Mary Lou served 
on the board of the Greenbelt 
Cooperative Nursery School for 
five years including one year 
as president and publicity chair¬ 
person for the other years. 


As a continuation of her ser¬ 
vice to the community while 
simultaneously fulfilling her role 
as a parent, Mary Lou served 
as a board member on the Elea¬ 
nor Roosevelt High School In¬ 
strumental Music Parents Asso¬ 
ciation, In addition, *he was » 
4-H club leader for five years. 
For over nine years, Mary Lou 
devoted time to the swim team 
as an official and as an inter¬ 
ested parent. 

When asked about how she 
managed to contribute so much 
valuable time to the community 
while still being involved with 
her family, Mary Lou responded 
“When the children were young 
and at school all day I would 
get a lot of work done and yet 
be there for them when they 
came home at 3:30. On busy 
days I encouraged* them to play 
outside. By 8 p.m. when I left 
for the News Review they were 
asleep or doing homework and 
their father was home. 

In keeping with the Lion’s 
motto, “We Serve,” Mary Lou 
is a deserving winner of the 
Medal of Merit, said Hank Irv¬ 
ing in his presentation of the 
medal. Whether devoting her 
time to the News Review or a 
host of other community pro¬ 
jects, M»ry Lou has and will 
continue to serve the Greenbelt 
community She can often be seen 
at the News Review office, cov¬ 
ering a city council or other 
meeting, or picking up an ad. 

Mary Lou and her husband Jim 
live on Ridge Road. Their three 
children have now all graduated 
from college and moved away. 
Carolyn lives in Washington, 
D.€, f Peter is in Greensboro, 
N.C, and Margaret is in At¬ 
lanta, Ga.

Oppose Northway Fields 

To the Editor: 

I attended last week’s city 
council meeting, and was pleased 
to see the large turnout of 
Greenbelt citizens against the 
proposed city ballfield complex. 
Often cited was the unaccept¬ 
able increase in car traffic such 
a complex would cause, as the 
numerous players and spectators 
come and go through the normal¬ 
ly quiet Northway neighborhood. 
In addition to the noise and air 
pollution such a torrent of cars 
would cause, there would be oth¬ 
er adverse environmental effects 
not readily recognizable. These 
subtle effects were not addressed 
by most attendees. 

Although the issue of lighting 
at least the existing fields was 
mentioned by council, only 
Greenbelt citizen Doug Love 
mentioned the “light pollution ’ 
that such lights would cause. 
He mentioned the adverse im¬ 
pact those lights would have on 
amateur astronomers in our com¬ 
munity. It would be considerable, 
as this is one of the last re¬ 
maining light free places to ob¬ 
serve the starry sky in Graen- 
belt. 

There will be other subtle, 
and not so subtle, negative im¬ 
pacts on the nocturnal wildlife 
in this area. For instance, there 
are threatened species of moths 
that will be adversely affected. 
I’m referring to the alarming 
decrease in the beautiful Luna 
and Cecropia moth populations 
ir Northern Prince Georges 
County. A few still grace the 
nights in those woods, but they 
may soon be gone with the stars. 
And.with them part of the Great 
Spirit. Who knows what other 
negative effects on the nocturnal 
wildlife will happen?

Inconsistent Response 

To the Editor: 

I read with great interest and 
growing anger a letter to the 
editor in the January 17 edition 
of the News Review about a 
citizen’s parking problems with 
the Greenbelt Police Depart¬ 
ment, My anger stems from the 
fact that I have repeatedly asked 
that department to solve two ser¬ 
ious problems near my apart¬ 
ment building. 

First, I question why offi¬ 
cers take the time to measure 
the distance between the curb 
and a car parked on a lightly 
travelled circle, but are unable 
to consistently keep a fire lane 
on a heavily travelled street free 
of cars parked illegally over¬ 
night? I have frequently report¬ 
ed cars parked illegally in the 
fire lane at the University 
Square entrance between 151 
and 165 Westway, Sometimes 
the car has been ticketed, some¬ 
times it hasn’t. Sometimes the 
dispatchers told me that the po¬ 


lice department isn’t responsi¬ 
ble for keeping this fire lane 
open when clearly it is. Other 
times police officers came out, 
said they couldn’t find the car, 
even though I gave the dispatch¬ 
er the make, color, tag number, 
and location of the car. 

Second, why do police officers 
enforce a minor parking viola¬ 
tion, but do not do anything 
about drivers running the stop 
signs at the intersection of 
Westway and Lakeside? I have 
even observed many Greenbelt 
police officers failing to stop at 
these stop signs; it is doubtful 
that all of them were respond¬ 
ing to emergency calls. I wrote 
to Chief Craze about this prob¬ 
lem a year ago and received a 
reply that the police department 
would look into the situation. I 
regret to say that I have yet 
to see any violators pulled over 
by the police. Any department 
actions regarding this problem 
have been unsuccessful. 

These are not minor problems. 
When people park in the fire 
lane, other drivers must endan¬ 
ger themselves and others by 
pulling into the intersection to 
check for oncoming traffic (in¬ 
cluding Metro buses and Uni¬ 
versity of Maryland shuttle 
buses). In addition, fire lanes 
are, obviously, for fire engines 
and on at least one occasion I 
witnessed fire engines on an 
emergency call having trouble 
maneuvering around a car park¬ 
ed in this fire lane. As for the 
stop signs at Westway and 
Lakeside, the danger to pedes¬ 
trians (including many children 
crossing the intersection to use 
the recreational facilities) and 
other drivers continues. 

Quite frankly, I am disap¬ 
pointed and frustrated by the in¬ 
consistent response and follow¬ 
up demonstrated by our police 
department regarding these two 
significant problems.

Greenbelt pioneer Carson M. Howell died on Monday, 
January 14 following a long illness. He was 78. Mr. Howell 
served, for almost 38 years, as a member of the White 
House staff. From 1961 until his retirement in 1971 he was 
the chief Administrative Officer, the fourth person to serve 
in that capacity since the Lincoln administration. 


Mr. Howell’s first White 
House assignment was as mail 
clerk for Eleanor Roosevelt. 
From this post he moved to the 
Administrative Office of Ac¬ 
counts, Purchasing and Person¬ 
nel. Serving under six different 
Presidents — Roosevelt, Truman, 
Eisenhower, Kennedy, Johnson 
and Nixon—he was responsible 
for all purchases made for the 
White House, as well as for a 
payroll for a staff of 350. He 
also handled arrangements for 
the swearing in of cabinet offi¬ 
cials and he frequently conduct¬ 
ed the swearing in ceremonies 
for commissioners and other of¬ 
ficers. 

At his retirement he was a 
topic of White House press con¬ 
ference conducted by Ronald 
Zeigler, Press Secretary for 
President Nixon. Mr. Howell met 
with the President later that 
morning, who presented him 
with a commemorative ash tray, 
“It’s a poor gift for 37^4 years’ 
service,” the President said. “If 
you don't smoke, maybe someone 
else will use it. You can always 
throw it at someone if you 
wish,” Nixon joked. 

Later in the week a reception 
was held in the theater of the 
White House in honor of Mr, 
Howell, at which time he was 
presented with an album con¬ 
taining signed letters of appre- 
ciation from President s Truman,

Like other high-ranking 
government officials, he was also 
presented with the office chair 
he had used, to which a com¬ 
memorative brass plate was af¬ 
fixed giving his title and the 
dates of bis service. 

Mr. Howell was born in Shir¬ 
ley, Indiana. His mother died 
when he was seven and he was 
brought up by his father. He 
married Lucille Taylor in 1935. 
Their daughter, Shirleyann How¬ 
ell Fusion, died of a heart at¬ 
tack in 1964, leaving three 
daughters, Deborah, Donna and 
Shirleyann. 

The Howells first moved to 
Greenbelt in August 1938, living 
at 1-K Gardenway until 1948. 
In 1965 they moved back to the 
city to their present home on 
Lake view Circle. 

Besides Mrs. Howell and the 
three granddaughters, Mr, How¬ 
ell is survived by three great¬ 
grandchildren . A funeral ser¬ 
vice was held on January 18 at 
St. John’s Lutheran Church in 
Riverdale.

ognized that its report would be 
controversial, but that the mem¬ 
bers still believe that there is 
a major ballfield problem in the 
city. Joe Wilkinson charged that 
there was a lot of “false infor¬ 
mation” being circulated. He said 
that the major problem is that 
no one has any real facts and 
figures about parking, traffic 
control or the city's needs. He 
urged council to get the facts 
and figures, hold a public hear¬ 
ing and arrive at a reasoned 
conclusion. He objected to 
CSGB's position that no trees 
should be cut, saying that this 
would prevent the construction 
of facilities for handicapped peo¬ 
ple, who have a right to have 
access to the property. 

Other Actions 

Council: 

—Received a request from the 
North College Park Citizens 
Association for a meeting to dis¬ 
cuss that group's request to re¬ 
name the Greenbelt Metro sta¬ 
tion the Greenbelt/North College 
Park station. While the council 
members indicated a willingness 
to meet, no meeting date was 
set. 

—Referred a request from 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. for a 
joint project honoring the late 
Charles F, Schwan, Jr. to the 
Community Relations Advisory 
Board for comment. 

—Reviewed the final construc¬ 
tion plans for Sehrom Hills 
Park. 

Open Space Designated 

In 1988 council deeded 2.32 
acres of open space at the 
Springhill Lake golf course to 
the county to permit construc¬ 
tion of the Cherrywood Lane 
bridge to the Metro station. At 
this meeting, council agreed to 
accept $130,000 in open space 
funds from the county, and to 
designate 2.32 acres of Parcel 2 
as open space in return. 

Staff and the county had been 
negotiating to find replacement 
acres, including negotiations for 
the A. H. Smith property. How¬ 
ever, “complications arose” in 
these negotiations and no other 
affordable land was available. 
Until this issue is resolved be¬ 
tween the city and the county, 
no other Open Space money 
would be forthcoming from the 
state. 

The designation of 2.32 acres 
of Parcel 2 as Open Space land 
guarantees that the land will be 
used only for open space or 
recreational purposes. 

Governor's Growth Group 

Is Seeking Public Comment 

The Governor's Commission on 
Growth in the Chesapeake Bay 
Region is seeking written com¬ 
ments from the public. 

The commission is preparing 
for the governor an agenda 
aimed at managing growth in 
the state up through the year 
2020. A draft proposal outlin¬ 
ing steps state and local gov¬ 
ernments could implement to 
better manage growth was re¬ 
leased in November and a pub¬ 
lic information hearing was held 
in December. 

Recently, Maryland Office of 
Planning Director Ronald M. 
Kreitner released data Which 
projects that Prince Georges 
County could lose up to 52,502 
acres of farm and forest lands 
to development in the next 30 
years under present land-use 
practices. The county has 313,- 
589 acres and 96,351 are pres¬ 
ently developed.

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GHI Board Again Discusses 
Historic District Designation 

The possibility of segments of Greenbelt being declared 
a historic district was the major topic of the January 10 
meeting of the Board of Directors of Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
Other areas of interest included discussion of the sublease 
administration fee and updates to the rules and regulations 
on exterior painting. 

that the issue had been raised 
and discussed and a specific de¬ 
cision made on this date. 

Other Topics 

A section of the GHI Rules 
and Regulations is being revised 
with regard to exterior painting. 
Most of the proposed revisions 
are editorial in nature and re¬ 
flect the decision to cover as 
much of the exposed trim with 
aluminum and vinyl as possible. 

Board President Wayne Wil¬ 
liams restated his concern with 
where recycling stands in Green¬ 
belt. Even the new recycling cen¬ 
ter is becoming an eyesore as 
more and more citizens begin 
to recycle. The county was to 
start a recycling system in the 
city, but the plans appear to 
have become bogged down. 

A brief announcement was 
made at he close of the meeting 
that another series of break-ins 
has occurred in GHI, including 
the GHI offices.

Historic District 

At its last meeting the 
board heard a presentation from 
Jim Maher, chair, Architecture 
and Environment Committee, 
concerning the designation of 
GHI as a proposed historic dis¬ 
trict. The A&E Committee had 
determined that GHI has the 
architectural guidelines and clear 
boundaries required by the coun¬ 
ty's Historic Preservation Com¬ 
mission. At this meeting, two 
staff members of the Park and 
Planning Commission, Gail Roth- 
rock and Sam Parker, presented 
more details on what this pro¬ 
posal would entail. If GHI is 
interested, the first step would 
be to ask the City to request 
a basic study of the city or 
sections of the city to be under¬ 
taken. 

According to Rothrock. the 
major benefits of being declared 
a historic district include: fur¬ 
ther recognition of GHI’s uni¬ 
que history; property tax credits 
on historic restoration; state tax 
deductions for historic restora¬ 
tion; and review of road con¬ 
struction that might affect the 
district. 

Board member Chuck Hess 
commented that GHI is currently 
a Federal Historic District not 
because of its architecture, but 
because of its concept as a “new 
town." He continued by express¬ 
ing concern about the power and 
authority that the Historic 
Preservation Commission might 
have. Rothrock indicated that 
the commission does have the 
final say on architectural mat¬ 
ters, such as additions, but that 
a local group, such as the A&E 
Committee, is usually appointed 
to oversee activities. 

Jay Freedman, GHI Director 
of Technical Services, remarked 
that GHI receives 250 requests 
for permits a year. Would the 
voluntary preservation commis¬ 
sion have the staff to handle 
such a volume? Even the A&E 
committee is not set up to re¬ 
view this volume. They current¬ 
ly review only those requests 
that are unusual or problematic. 
Rothrock stated that the com¬ 
mission as currently situated 
would not be able to handle that 
volume of requests in a timely 
fashion. 

After much additional discus¬ 
sion, the board decided to ask 
the city to request that the His¬ 
toric Preservation Commission 
investigate the possibility of de¬ 
signating old Greenbelt as an 
historic district. 

Sublease Fees 

In December, a member ques¬ 
tioned the fairness of the sub¬ 
lease fees, which are currently 
set at 10% of rent regardless of 
the amount of the monthly rent 
Substantial debate took, place at 
that meeting. However, no 
agreement was reached and it 
was decided to take it up again 
in January, At this meeting 
there was little debate. Manage¬ 
ment indicated that the current 
10% fee permits GHI to break 
even in this area. 

Board member Ray McCawley 
made the motion that the sub¬ 
lease administration fee be set 
at 10% of the rental amount. 
This motion passed. McCawley 
stated that he made a new mo¬ 
tion, even though it is the same 
as the current policy, so that 
the records would clearly show
